HIGH COURT SHOWDOWH FOR GERRY GARLE 



In issues 33 and 34 we reported on a libel case being 
brought against Gerry and Sonia Gable of Searchlight 
information Services Ltd by an Essex pensioner, Mr 
Sidney Albert Chaney. Mr Chaney was forced to issue 
proceedings following a scurrilous homophobic attack 
on him in a leaflet published by Searchlight 
Information Services. The first step of the case was 
held at Romford (Essex) County Court and in a press 
release Mr Chaney reported on several strange 
happenings during the case including the mysterious 
disappearance of papers vital to Mr Chaney’s case. 
This led to the case against Sonia Gable being struck 
out. Unfortunately for “Mr Searchlight,” Gerry Gable, 
the judge did not strike out the case against him. 

Sonia Gable’s legal costs of £5000 were awarded 
against Mr Chaney. But as Mr Chaney is an 86 year- 
old disabled war veteran living in sheltered 
accommodation he feared that his inability to pay 
these legal costs would prevent him from pursuing his 
case further, against Gerry Gable. 

However, on the 8th of May at hearing before Master 
Rose it was decided that the case could proceed. 

Two days later, on the 10 th of May, Mr Chaney 
received formal notice from the Queens Bench 
Division of The High Court of Justice that his case 
against Gerry Gable has been scheduled a three day 
hearing starting on the 1 st of November in the High 
Court of Justice in the Strand. Many celebrities have 
stood in the dock of this famous building including 
Jeffrey Archer and Jonathan Aitken. 

Both eventually went to prison over their lies. 
Unfortunately Gerry Gable is likely to avoid prison 



even if found guilty but, he and Searchlight will face 
massive legal bills. His decision to abandon his 
traditional solicitors, Bindman & Co, in favour of the 
high-powered, but very expensive Michcon de Reya 
firm of solicitors could prove his undoing.

Sheridan decided to sue the newspaper for 



libel and as part of its defence the newspaper 
demanded copies of the minutes taken at the 
NC meeting at which Sheridan resigned/was 
expelled. This demand then became the 
subject of a court order. Alan McCombes, 
spokesman for the NC refused the demands 
and was promptly jailed for contempt! To 
make matters worse, the court then sent in 
bailiffs armed with search warrants to search 
not only the SSP’s offices but the private 
homes of SSP national council members! 

The NC called upon Sheridan to abandon his 
court case which would lead to the NC 
minutes being kept confidential and the 
release from prison of Alan McCombes. 
Sheridan refused, thus effectively abandoning 
McCombes to his fate. Someone in the NC 
then leaked information from the minutes to 
sections of the media. A delegate conference 
was convened and to the NC’s total 
amazement a majority of delegates backed a 
SWP motion calling on the SSP to give 
Tommy Sheridan “our full political support”. 
This meant the national council were 
mandated not to surrender the secret minutes 
to the court, and in doing so set themselves up 
for a prison term! 

Alan McCombes has been released from 
prison having purged his contempt but is likely 
to be returning shortly accompanied by his 
entire national council. This has prompted 
some Scots to suggest that a Barlinnie branch 
of the SSP could soon be in existence! 

In reality it is almost certain that the minutes 
will be sent anonymously to the court in the 
hope this will suffice. 

In the meantime, Sheridan continues to be 
wooed by the Socialist Workers Party who 
have invited him to leave the SSP and join 
their current electoral puppet, RESPECT. 
They are offering Sheridan the chance to 
become Respect’s Scottish leader in a 
campaign backed and assisted by Respect 
MP and celebrity George Galloway.
